The Antioch Rescue squad was 
called to give service .to a Wiscon- 
sin motorist whom they found 
dead, however, from injuries re- 
ceived early Monday morning in an 
automobile accident on Rte.. 41, -a' 
quarter of, a mile south of Ed- 
wards rd. near the Wisconsln-Hli- 
n'ois state line. 

The accident victim was Walter 
Bang, Jr.» 24, of Manitowoc, .Wis,, 
who was thrown; from his car to the 
pavement in the path of a tractor- 
itrailer thick and dragged 90 feet. 

Bang lost control of his automo- 
bile .when 1 it "struck a curb on the 
inside of a curve and rolled over 
.twice. Joseph Cullen, driver of the 
trailer said, he cut his tractor from 
the'ouside curve to .the inside to 
miss Bang's body and applied the 
brakes, but the left dual "wheels 
failed to'clear.'it. 

Marine' Private Howard Hill, 22, 
also a passenger in Bang's, car, suf- 
fered" a crushed left foot and was 
taken first to Victory hospital .by 
the Rescue squad and later taken 
to the. Great Lakes hospital. 

A two-car crash on Rte. 41 a block 
south of 'the state line Sunday in- 
jured three persons. Deputy sher- 
iffs said the southbound car of Stan- 
ley F, Frydiyck of Chicago , col- 
lided with the car of Gregory Ber- 
eni, 64, Kenosha, who pulled on the 
highway ' from ' a gas station, Ber- 
eni suffered .possible broken ribs, 
and his wife, Pearl, neck injuries 
and leg cuts, Estella;Frydryck suf- 
fered shock and body bruises.

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Economic Highlights 

It Is a basic premise of communism that capitalism 
murderously exploits the mosses of working people, 
ond reduces thorn to the dullest of clods with barely 
enough of the material things of life to .keep body 
ond soul together. Thus, Marx ond Engels wrote, 
In The Communist Manifesto: "The work of the pro- 
letarians -has lost all individual character, and, con- 
sequently all charm for the workmen. He becomes 
on appendage of the machine, and It is only the 
most ■simple, most monotonous, ond most easily ac- 
quired knock, that is required of him. Hence, the 
cost of production of a workman is restricted. . /. 
to the means of subsistence that he requires for his 
maintenance, and for the propagation of his race." 

This quotation precedes an article in Newsweek 
entitled "The Union Man." The article's 1 purpose 
is to give a picture of the kind of person who will 
'Uielp determine , ,thc course of labor-management 
relations in the United States during the next decade 
or two." For, it is obvious, the powers-that-be in 
the newly-joined; AFL-CIO labor organization won't 
get for unless they earn the approval of the 15,000,- 
000 union members. 

To sit for the picture, Newsweek chose a 32-yeor- 
old layout inspector in a plant of one of the major 
outo manufacturers. He isn't typical, the magazine 
points out — nobody can really be called that. But 
he Is representative. And the Marx-Engels portrait 
of the worker bears as little resmblance to this actual 
one "as a surrealist's nightmare." 

He has worked for his company since graduat- 
ing. from high school ond has steadily moved upward. 
He puts In alternate 40 ond 48 hour weeks, for which 
he receives $108 .'arid $140 respectively. In addition, 
he earns $40 to $50 a month for lunch-hour work for 
a catering company. 

His living standards would make Marx and 
Engels ond their present-day counterparts blink 
their eyes in disbelief. He, with his attractive wife 
and son, live in a house valued at $17,000. His car is 
a 1855 indium-priced model— 'and the car and the 
house ore the only possessions he owes for. The 
house has all the modern conveniences, down to the 
TV set. He has a substantial amount of life and 
other protective insurance. For a hobby, the "family 
raises registered German shepherd dogs. 
J He Is a good union man, though he has reser- 
vations about the new merger and the talk of a 30- 
hour week. Ho is also a Democrat— but he thinks 
"Ike has done a pretty good job." Apparently he 
plans to vote Democratic next time, too — yet "he 
won't be too disturbed if the Republicans stay in 
power."

And the representative 
worker, it certainly seems, Is a fairly conservative 
chap, who likes his job ond his life in general and 



isn't eosily moved to extremes of attitude. Men such 
as this constitute the core of the organized labor ■ 
movement today — and it certainly is quite a question 
as to jusi how susceptible they are to the mandates, 
political and otherwise, of the union spokesmen. It 
looks as if they are in the habit. of thinking for 
themselves. —

Record Road Letting, 
21,900,000 Set for 
Jan. 27 at Springfield 

The largest road letting' in the 
history of Illinois, totaling $21,900,- 
000, to be held at Springfield Jan. 
27, will open Governor William G. 
Stratton's 1956 highway construc- 
tion program. 

Bids will be taken on 69 projects 
in 34 counties. One of the biggest 
jobs is the laying of two , additional 
lanes of pavement on 35 miles of 
U. S. Route- 66 in Will county. This 
will complete Governor Stratton's 
conversion of Route 66 into a four- 
lane divided expressway from Chi- 
cago to St. Louis, and is expected 
to cost about $9,700,000, including 
a DesPlaines river 'bridge. 

The Jan. 27 letting will be the 
first of eight on the $127,000,000 
road building schedule set up for 
this year. Work will also be car- 
ried forward on unfinished highway 
building projects totaling approxi- 
mately $53,000,000 which was start- 
ed during 1955. 

Lake county roads are included. 

Lake County Streams 
Among 325 Miles of 
Water Engineers Study 

More than 325 miles of streams 
were studied by sanitary engineers 
of the Illinois Department of Pub- 
lic Health during 1955 as a part of 
the department's continuing work 
in prevention and abatement of pol- 
lution of the state's lakes and 
watercourses. Eight hundred sets of 
plans for proposed sewage projects 
were reviewed; more than 450 per- 
mits and approvals were issued for 
sewerage construction. 

No outbreak of disease during the 
year was traceable to any public 
water supply. Sanitary inspections 
were made of 642 of the 1,119 pub- 
lic water supplies in Illinois. 

As a service to Illinois communi- 
ties the department also investi- 
gates, air pollution. In connection 
with this work it has prepared a 
comprehensive report, "Air Pollu- 
tion in Illinois," designed to help 
legislators and other who may be 
interested with state-wide aspects 
of air pollution and its control.

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Some of the answers apparently are to be found at home. Studies 
conducted at Iowa State College report a striking similarity between 
food likes and dislikes of older women and early teen-age girls. The 
flhortcomings of the dicta of these two generations aro so much alike — 
like mother, like daughter — that it may be assumed that adult food 
habits begin about the junior high years. What happens is, that about 
this time, some girls decide to be independent about food. Sometimes, too. 
in the desire to be grown-up, they "kick over the parental traces 1 ' and 
pick a freak diet. . 

What help is at hand for the mother who doubtlessly recognizes this 
•as one moro adolescent characteristic? She can begin with the. mid- 
day school lunch either carried from homo or purchased at school. Its 
requirements are mot in the Typo A Lunch in this way: a sorving of 
protein-rich food; three-fourths cup vegetables and, or fruits; one, 
portion enriched or whole grain bread; two teaspoons butter or for- 
tified margarine and one-half pint milk. This lunch furnishes one-third 
of the day's nutritional needs of a 12- to 16-ycar old girl. ' 

Many mothers very wisely take Into consideration the school lunch 
when planning family meals, noting menus sent home by the school. 
These frequently offer her adventure in serving new foods, which add 
variety to family meals. 

Mothers want to help their daughters grow into healthy young 
women. As to' what foods should be eaten in addition to tho good 
Bchool lunch, tho research at Iowa State College gives somo leads. 
Although teen-age girls keep on growing, many do not correspondingly 
increase their calorics, protein, calcium or other nutrients except 
perhaps vitamin C. Girls usually cat an adequate evening meal but 
often breakfasts 'should be more nutritious. Many girls might well join 
their brothers In a well chosen after-school snack. This might be a 
glass of milk and a generous-sized peanut butter sandwich. Both 
peanut butter and enriched bread arc excellent sources of B vitamins,' 
protein and calcium. 



Here's a good trick for leftover 
hamburger buns. The January is- 
sue of Successful Farming magazine 
suggests toasting the split buns on 
one side. Then spreading the un- 
toasted side lightly with on teaspoon 
of frozen;, orange juice concentrate 
and skringling with cinnamon and 



sugar. Place under a broiler to

Tagged for Travel 



Tho atomic ago has come to 
dinner, and tho dinner story is 
about some — scientific — circle 
tours. Tho tours are the routes 
taken by tho foods wo eat as thoy 
are changed into enorgy and 
body coIIb. Values of many foods, 
-may bo more readily studied 
since tho discovery of those sci- 
entific laboratory tools— radio 
active minerals. When tho scien- 
tist adds minute amounts of a 
radio active clement to a food, 
ho dubs tho act, "tagging."

"Togged" iron, nbio 

called radioiron, was introduced

The "tagged" iron was added 

to foods by putting it in poultry 



rations, by including it in tho 
water solutions' in which somo 
vegetables nro.grown, and by 
adding it to flour from which 
enriched bread is made. 

When theso foods were in- 
cluded in tho diet, tho scientists 
were able to study tho fate of the 
iron with equipment similar to 
thnt used by uranium prospec- 
tors. Tho radio activity rovcaled 
tho location of tho "tagged" food 
iron and the amount of radio- 
activity served as an index of 
tho amount of iron present. 

They found thnt people defi- 
cient in this mineral used more 
of tho dietary iron than those 
who had sufficient Btores of iron. 
It was also loomed that iron was, 
absorbed equally well from each 
of the "togged' iron-rich foods. 
Tho absorption of iron from en- 
riched bread was tho Bame as that 
from the eggs, poultry or vege- 
tables—natural Bourcea of iron.

Antioch, Illinois 
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Army Modernization 
Program Includes 
More Helicopters 

WASHINGTON — The United 
. States Army Is due to have a new 
1 3-D look by mid-1959 and the third 
dimension will be one of height. 
In a modernization program de- 
signed to bolster the Army's avia- 

• tlon Btrength • over the next 57 
months, plans call for a six-fold 
increase In Army helicopter 
strength. In addition, greatly in- 
creased "number's of light utility 
aircraftv-will, go into service for 
artillery 'spotting, reconnaissance, 
command and courier missions, 
column control, transportation of 
Army supplies and units, medical 
evacuation and aerial photography. 

Experience In Korea and World 
War II already has resulted in 
establishment of a sizeable Army 
air service. Today, the Army op* 

• erates 3,300 aircraft, with an ad- 
ditional 600 light planes assigned 
to the National Guard. These 
planes give the traditionally earth- 
bound troops vastly improved mo- 
bility, freeing both men and equip- 
ment from the limitations of 
muck,, mountains, morasses, and 
roads. 

Emphasis will be placed on a 
build-up of Army helicopter 
strength, which now stands at less 
than 200, Under the present sotup, 
most of the 200 helicopters are 
assigned to sbc Army transporta- 
tion companies (each with 21 cargo 
and two utility 'copters), with the 
remaining rotorcraft distributed 
among the Army's 17 divisions. 

By mid-1951, the Army's heli- 
copter strength should rise to about 
1,200. Twelve cargo battalions (30 
companies) will account for 758 
cargo and 72 utility helicopters. In 
addition, 26 to 28 helicopters and 
16 flxed-vvlng aircraft will be as- 
signecf to each of the Army's di- 
visions.* • 

Eye Uses Vitamin A 
To Help Us See 

CHICAGO— What sort of adjust- 
ing mechanism allows us to sec in 
near-darkness? Science says it's 
due to a substance called "visual 
purple" or "rhodopsln," which the 
eye manufactures from Vitamin A 
In the circulating blood stream. 
We're temporarily \ blinded by 
approaching headlights because 
light bleaches out the visual pur- 
ple, turns it yellow, and converts 
it back into Vitamin A, until the 
eye makes up a new supply. 

The 'retina at the back of the 
human eye contains an amazing 
network of millions of nerve ends, 

some called "rods" and others 
"cones," because of their different 
shapes. The rods are spread over 
the entire surface of the retina, and 
respond without great detail to 
light of varying brightness and to 
form and movement. The cones 
are In the center only, and re- 
spond in finest detail to color, as 
well as to light, form, and move- 
ment. Wo see mainly with the 
cones in daylight, when the pupil 
opening is small, but the rods take 
over the principal job in dim light, 
when the pupil is wide open.

NEW YORK— Accidental falls 
take about 20,000 lives each year 
in the United States— approxlmate- 
ly as many as tuberculosis— report 
statisticians of a major life insur- 
ance company. According to their 
study, falls rank second only to 
motor vehicles as a cause of ac- 
cidental death. 

The home is the scene of about 
two-thirds of all fatal falls. Only 
about 3 per cent, occur in work- 
places, a substantially smaller 
portion than 10 years ago, and un- 
doubtedly reflecting the success 
of industrial safety programs. 

The death rate from accidental 
falls is higher among males than 
among females at ages under 78. i 
Above that age the reverse is true. 
More than half of all deaths from 
falls are concentrated at ages 75 
and over. 

Below age IB, falls from win- 
dows, porches, roofs, icings, trees 
and fences are the most common 
type. Diving accident* account for 
"an appreciable part, of the fatali. 
ties from falls among boys in late 
teens. Falls on stairs account 
lor nearly a fourth of the deaths 
in the 2544 age group, and close 
to one-thlrd in ;the 47-75 group. 
Among older people, a considerable 
-proportion of the falls occur when 
they are merely walking about 
the house. ' ■ 

Heavy lost of life from acci- 
dental falls can be reduced mate- 
rially, the statisticians say, through 
safety education. Programs should , 
cull to attention the environmental 
hazards and the human factors re- 
sponsible for these fatalities, in- 
dicating how they may be over- 
come. Simple safety measures, 
such as having handrails on stairs, 
providing adequate illumination ,tn 
and about the house, anchoring 
rugs, and keeping: stairs clear, 
can prevent many fall*.
